NEW RUSSIAN TOWN NEAR 
PORT ARTHUR, 


The Russian journal RoseZa publishes a des- 
‘cription of the site of the new town of Delny 
which the Rus:ians intend building in the Far 

~ East. The town will take the plage of the 
small native villages which now partly surround 
the bay of Talienwan, some 20 miles from Port 
Arthune Each of these’ villages’ consists of a 
disty, narrow street of badly-built stone houses, 
furnished generally with a straw roof, and in 
these wretched: houses the .Russian ‘troops 
sire at present quartered. Among the larger 
buildings are two ‘Buddhist temples, one 
of which is used as .a ‘military’ hospitul 
. and the other asa place of meeting for the 
soldiers. Conmmanding the bay, but now in 
‘tuins, are the fortifications constructed byy the 
Prussian colonel, von Hanneke, ‘They consist 
of four forts, which in the time of the Chino 
Japanese war were. armed with Krupp guns, 
but the Japanese aficr the captore*of the 
forts tovk the guns away with them, The 
heavy bombardinent damaged the outer walls 
of the forts and destroyed the stonebuilt bar- 
racks. The communication between the forts 
was by a paved way, which is now falling into, 
ruin past repair, -Talienwan is connected with 
Port Arthur by telephone and telegraph, ‘and 
the past rung twice a week.» The bay -remains 

, free front ice all the year round, and is almost 
closed in by the inathland and some silands. 
So far, therefore, it makes a satisfactory ‘har- 
bour, but the question arises whether it will 
not Be necessary here, as to Port Arthur, to 
deepen the harbour on account of the large 
draught of some of the vessels. At present at 
Port Arthur the larger ships have to stand out 
more than a imile from the town, When Delny 
‘is built Port Arthur will continue-to be the 
administrative centre, but in commercial and 
industrial affaira Delny will take the leading
